1. For the budget process applicable to the fiscal11

year beginning July 1, 2015, on or before October 1,12

2014, in lieu of the information specified in section13

8.23, subsection 1, unnumbered paragraph 1, and14

paragraph “a”, all departments and establishments of15

the government shall transmit to the director of the16

department of management, on blanks to be furnished17

by the director, estimates of their expenditure18

requirements, including every proposed expenditure, for19

the ensuing fiscal year, together with supporting data20

and explanations as called for by the director of the21

department of management after consultation with the22

legislative services agency.23

2. The estimates of expenditure requirements24

shall be in a form specified by the director of25

the department of management, and the expenditure26

requirements shall include all proposed expenditures27

and shall be prioritized by program or the results to28

be achieved. The estimates shall be accompanied by29

performance measures for evaluating the effectiveness30

of the programs or results.31

data processing software to be used; the number of49

volumes to be published; recommended revisions; the50
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letting of contracts for publication; the pricing of1

the publications to which section 22.3 does not apply;2

access to, and the use, reproduction, legal protection,3

sale or distribution, and pricing of related data4

processing software consistent with chapter 22; and any5

other matters deemed necessary to the publication of6

uniform and understandable publications.7

d. The laws of the United States relating to the26

authentication of records.27

e. The Constitution of the State of Iowa, original28

and codified versions.29

f. The Act admitting Iowa into the union as a30

state.31

g. The arrangement of the Code into distinct units,32

as established by the legislative services agency,33

which may include titles, subunits of titles, chapters,34

subunits of chapters, and sections, and subunits of35

sections. The distinct units shall be numbered and may36

include names.37

h. All of the statutes of Iowa of a general and38

permanent nature, except as provided in subsection 3.39

i. A comprehensive method to search and identify40

its contents, including the text of the Constitution41

and statutes of the State of Iowa.42

(1) An electronic version may include search and43

retrieval programming, analysis of titles and chapters,44

and an index and a summary index.45

(2) A print version shall include an analysis of46

titles and chapters, and may include an index and a47

summary index.48

6. The Iowa Code may include all of the following:49

a. A preface.50
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b. A description of citations to statutes.1

c. Abbreviations to other publications which may be2

referred to in the Iowa Code.3

d. Appropriate historical references or source4

notes.5

e. An analysis of the Code by titles and chapters.6

f. Other reference materials as determined by the7

Iowa Code editor in accordance with any policies of the8

legislative council.9

7. A Code Supplement shall include all of the10

following:11

a. The text of statutes of Iowa of a general12

and permanent nature that were enacted during the13

preceding regular or special session, except as14

provided in subsection 3; an indication of all sections15

repealed during that session; and any amendments to16

the Constitution of the State of Iowa approved by the17

voters since the adjournment of the previous regular18

session of the general assembly.19

b. A chapter title and number for each chapter or20

part of a chapter included.21

c. A comprehensive method to search and identify22

its contents, including the text of statutes and the23

Constitution of the State of Iowa.24

(1) An electronic version may include search and25

retrieval programming and an index and a summary index.26

(2) A print version may include an index and a27

summary index.28

8. 7. The Iowa Code or Code Supplement may include29

appropriate tables showing the disposition of Acts of30

the general assembly, the corresponding sections from31

edition to edition of an Iowa Code or Code Supplement,32

and other reference material as determined by the33

Iowa Code editor in accordance with policies of the34

legislative council.35

8. In lieu of or in addition to publishing an36
